TRAIL RIDE OF 1938 

Last year’s weather gave our Trail Ride on one day at least something of the aspect of 
an arctic expedition, so for 1938 it has been decided to pick out a trail with lower altitudes 
and a different type of scenery. The route chosen is not familiar to the average camper 
and yet it follows in part the historic route taken by Sir George Simpson, the “Little 
Emperor” of the Hudson’s Bay Company when in 1841 he made his celebrated overland 
tour of the world. On this trip he was guided by a half-breed named Peechee who had been 
brought up among Indians and was a Chief of the Mountain Crees. Simpson’s party hit 
the Ghost River after crossing the Red Deer River coming South from Edmonton, and it 
will interest those in particular who plan to join the trail ride of 1938 to read the account 
of this trail ride of nearly a hundred years ago (see page 4). 

The outfitting of our trip will once more be entrusted to Claude Brewster and Ed. Ogan, 
whose services were so much appreciated, particularly under the difficult circumstances 
of the third day of last year’s ride. The dates selected are July 29th to August 2nd, the 
party leaving early on Friday morning by automobile for Carrot Creek, where the horses 
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will be in waiting. The trail skirts the east 
end of Lake Minnewanka and passes a chain 
of lakes through Devil’s Gap to the Ghost 
River. Here it swings west south of Black 
Rock Mountain and Devil’s Head. At 
Mount Aylmer it strikes south again over 
the high Aylmer Pass and returns to the 
northern shore of Lake Minnewanka. The 
Pow Wow will be held at the west end of 
the lake, so that the old timers and friends 
of the Trail Riders who cannot actually 
take part in the ride can join us in the Sun 
Dance Lodge for the Sing Song on Tuesday 
evening. 

The exact location of the camps en route 
will be decided about a fortnight before the 
actual ride. Two nights will be spent at 


one camp, and that camp will be nearest 
to the best fishing. 

There is good trout fishing along the 
route of the Trail ride as planned, so if 
your taste is for that kind of sport, 
bring your rod and tackle. 

The photographs reproduced in this bulle¬ 
tin were all taken by Lloyd Harmon, and 
indicate very impressive scenery. We shall 
pass through a great game country. 

The rate will be $45.00, covering bus from 
Banff to Carrot Creek and from Lake 
Minnewanka to Banff, as well as tent 
accommodation, horse, meals and service 
of guides on the trail. A limited number of 
sleeping bags may be rented at $5.00 for 
the ride.

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DEVIL’S GAP 100 YEARS AGO 
Described by Sir George Simpson of the Hudson's 
Bay Company in his boo\ “An Overland Journey 
Round the World”. 

As far as the eye could reach, mountain 
rose above mountain, while at our feet lay a 
valley surrounded by an amphitheatre of 
cold, bare, rugged peaks. In these crags, 
which were almost perpendicular, neither 
could tree plant its roots nor goat find a 
resting-place; the “Demon of the Mount¬ 
ains’’ alone could fix his dwelling there. On 
the strong bosom of the valley in question, 
we pitched our tents for the night. Here we 
found one of the sources, in spring a torrent, 
but now almost dry, of the river La Biche 
(Red Deer); here we bade adieu to that 
stream, which, during the last three days, 
we had crossed at least forty times. One 
of the overhanging peaks, from its bearing 
a rude resemblance to an upturned face, is 
called the Devil’s Nose. 

“The path which we had been following, 
was a track of the Assiniboines, carried, for 
the sake of concealment, through the thick¬ 
est forests. These Indians and Peechee 
were the only persons that had ever pursued 
this route; and we were the first whites that 
had attempted this pass of the mountains. 

“In the morning we entered a defile 
between mountainous ridges, marching for

nine hours through dense woods. This 
valley, which was from two to three miles 
in width, contained four beautiful lakes, 
communicating with each other by small 
streams; and the fourth of the series (Lake 
Minnewanka), which was about fifteen miles 
by three, we named after Peechee, as being 
our guide’s usual home. At this place he

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had expected to find his family; but Madame 
Peechee and the children had left their 
encampment, probably on account of a 
scarcity of game. What an idea of the 
loneliness and precariousness of savage life 
does this single glimpse of the biography of 
the Peechees suggest! 

“Having marched for nine hours over 
broken rocks and through thick forests, we 
found, on halting for breakfast, that six 
of our horses, three of them with packs, 
were missing; and we instantly dispatched 
all our men but two in quest of them, 
determining, at the same time, to remain for 
the rest of the day, in order to await their 
return. The beauty of the scenery formed 
some compensation for the loss of time. Our 
tents were pitched in a level meadow of 
about five hundred acres in extent, enclosed 
by mountains on three sides, and by 
Peechee’s Lake on the fourth. From the 
very edge of the water there rose a gentle 
ascent of six or eight hundred feet, covered 
with pines and composed almost entirely 
of the accumulated fragments of the ada¬ 
mantine heights above; and on the upper 
border of this slope there stood perpendi¬ 
cular walls of granite, of three or four 
thousand feet, while among the dizzy 
altitudes of their battlemented summits 
the goat and sheep bounded in playful 
security.” 

PLACE NAMES IN LAKE 
MINNEWANKA REGION 

(from “Place Thames in Southern Rockies ” by 
James White, F.R.S.C.) 

Lake Minnewanka - Indian name meaning 
“Lake of the Water Spirit” — formerly 
called “Devil’s Lake” — “M ne-sto” or 
“Cannibal lake” in Stoney - “Ki-noo-ki- 
mow” or “Long Lake” in Cree. The 
Indian legend states that one of the first 
Indians who saw this lake did so from 
the summit of one of the high mountains 
which surround it. In the lake he saw an 
enormous fish, so large that it seemed to 
be as large as the lake. 

Duthil — named after Duthil, parish, Inver¬ 
ness, Scotland. 

Mount Charles Stewart - named after a 
prominent Canadian Statesman. 
Fairholme Mountains — named by Dr. 
Hector, probably after Fairholm, Lanark¬ 
shire, Scotland. 

Mount Peechee — named after the half- 
breed guide of Sir George Simpson, for 
many years head of the Hudson’s Bay 


Company in Canada, who passed nearby 
this Mountain in 1841 on his overland 
trip round the world. Sir George gave 
the name “Peechee” to Lake Minne¬ 
wanka, but the map makers transferred 
the name to the Mountain. 

Mount Girouard — named after Sir Percy 
Girouard, K.C.M.G., D.S.O., a brilliant 
Canadian-born military officer. 

Mount Inglismaldie — named after Inglis- 
maldie Castle, Seat of the Earl of Kintore, 
Kincardineshire, Scotland. 

Devil’s Head Mountain — translation of 
Cree Indian name “We-ti-kwas-ti-kwan”. 
Sir George Simpson thought it bore “a 
rude resemblance to an upturned face.” 
Mount Costigan — named after the late Hon. 
John Costigan, Secretary of State for 
Canada, 1892-94. 

Ghost River — was formerly called I Dead 
Man’s River. The combatants slain in 
Indian tribal wars were buried in the 
wood on the top of one of the hills 
which it skirts. 

Mount Aylmer — like the town of Aylmer, 
Quebec, got its name from Baron Aylmer, 
Governor-in-Chief of Canada (1831-35). 
Bankhead — named after Bankhead, Banff¬ 
shire, Scotland. 

Stewart Canyon named after George A. 
Stewart, D.L.S., late Superintendent of 
Rocky Mountains Park.
